at most, brilliant victories, and for them 
the air is ‘‘full of fiddlers," 

All the women of tho South, oxcept 
the few who recalled with a shudder our 
war with Mexico, expected victory to 
‘rown our arms. 

They knew nothing of the horrors of 
invasion except from the pages of his- 
tory, and having so many of thoir rola- 


tives on both sides of the country, they 
did not dread their perpetrating any 
atrocity upon defenceless non-combatants. 
They feared the enemy's bullets for their 
fathors, brothers, lovers and husbands, 
but they were firm believers in the effic- 
acy of prayer; hoped and prayed for them 
and trusted in God's mercy that all would 
go well, and as the gay, stalwart young 
fellows strode lightly off to the front, 
joking and smiling as they marched, but 
little premonition of impending evil 
troubled their minds. 

For a short time, embroidering silken 
flags for their favorite companies or regi- 
ments, battle flags, covering canteens 
with appropriate emblems, knitting 
mufflers for the soldiers in the field, get- 
ting up impromptu dances at different 
houses, to which the young officers came 
injtheir spick and span new uniforins and 
spurs, just as they rode in from camp, 
pleasantly occupied the gay girls of each 
city and neighborhood. When, however, 
after the first battle of Manassas, the 


dead were brought home to their families, ; 


stark in their blood-stained uniforms, 
and they were laid down covered with 
flowers for their long sleep, the last sal- 
ute seemed to tear the veil from the eyes 
of the mourners, and a change came over 
the spirit of Southern women — they 
waked in horrified surprise to the reali- 
ties of war. 

But they did not sit selfishly mourning 
in sackcloth and ashes over the inevitable, 
Like David, when cheir beloved ones were 
dead and no help could avaii to them, 
they rose up, put by their personal sor- 
rows until the exigency of their country 
could spare their services and strained 
every nerve to do their utmost in our 
time of need, ‘he elder women felt keen- 
ly the difficulty, dignity and responsi 
bility attached to ordering and supplying 
their households for the first time with- 
out the help of tho men of the family, 
and they were too much preoccupled with 
(host econ these duties in the best and 


(post economical manner to care for 
Mshionable small talk or dress. Their 
aspirations were all for their country’s 
glory and the safety of their people. They 
considered wisely and assented cordially 
to any practical suggestion which might 


promote the good of their family or of 
their country. When I first saw these 
handsome, composed matrons they im- 
pressed me very much, and every day 
they grew in my estimation as their un- 
selfish Christian lives were more fully de- 
veloped in the taying times which foflow- 
ed the declaration of war. Whenever I 
hear the opinion expressed that the re- 
salts of a war are the temporary debase- 
ment of a nation’s morals I feel like say- 
ing that this is true of those who tri- 
umph, but those who are overcome rise 
out of the humiliation of defeat with 
ripened experience, strengthened by self- 
abnegation, stringent effort and higher 
aims, ‘his truth the women of the South 
have established in their own case at least 

Thoee who bad heretofore dressed well, 
fared delicately, danced and enjoyed their 


youth to the ufmost, began, like their 
dignified, useful mothers, to look gravely 
“at the situation and seek at every oppor 
tunity to render such services as their 
common sense OFr ele Y might sugpest. 
Those who could knitted socks, roiled 
bandages, scraped | offered themselves 
at the hospitals to nu the wounded 
and that woman was happiest who couid

Passors-by near the buspitals 
swoot, fresh voices singing the old 
the dying soldior Ono 

whose dviied senses recognized ‘Rock of 
Ages,” with his last strength called out: 
“i was eure I should got homo alivo," 


and died happy in the thought. Once, 
when I went to a large hospital conduct- 
oi by Miss EK. V. of Virginia I 


Her almost sightless 

wore as full of unshed tears as her ice 
was of melody. Sho was rapidly going 
blind and could do nothing else fur the 
could and 


before the sight of ghastly wounds or 
fainted under an atmosphere heavy with 
the odor of festering flesh and fovered 
breaths. They grew paler and moro ail- 
ent, but never relaxed their ardent offorts 
to serve their wounded. 

As overy able-bodisd man rushed to the 
front the industries of peace suffered, and 
articles which had been the ordinary 
necessities of life became so scarce that 
our women awoke to the fact that on 
them would devolve the duty of supple- 
menting skilled labor by ibeir industry 
and ingenuity. Then these soft-voiced, 
delicately organized children of affluence 
stood shoulder to shoulder with the work- 
ingwomen of the country. The patience 
and fortitude they displayed in this un- 
accustomed field would, were it generally 
understood, make ‘‘all the world won- 
der," 

Being chiefly an agricultural people, 
when our stock of utensils gaye out we 
could replace them by home made articles 
only. The young learned to spin and 
weave. They spun the cotton yarns, dyed 
them, ard made exceedingly pretty home: 
spun cloths, which their deft fingers 
fashioned into pretty gowns. 

Mr. W. ©. Rives came to breakfast 
with us one morning elegantly attired in 
a sult of exquisitely fitting gray clothes, 
with gaiters of the same cloth. He was a 
very dignifled old gentleman, and be had 
so many of the graces of youth that one 
could scarcely appreciate, while with 
him, that he had so long ago rendered so 
many distinguished services and hold such 
high offices in the country. Looking ad- 
miringly at him a young man present 
whispered, ‘‘Mr. Rives musrt havo run 


the blockade,"’ which meant that his suit 
had been 


brought to him through the 


lines from the North, or had come through 
the blockade from England. 

He overheard the remark, and said tn 
alow tone to me: ‘Look at me My 
wife knitted every stitch of these clothes 
herse'f, and the yarn was dyed ond spun 
under her supeivisio:.’’ It req: ved very 
close inspection by young eyes tu «se that 
thecloth was kniited, not woven, and 
the elegant old man looked his best, 

Mrs. Robert K. Lee, though confined 
to her chair and suffering intensely near- 
ly all the time, with the help of her 
daughters and yisitors—all honor to them 
furnished 196 pairs of socks and gloves 
to General Posey's brigade. She sat, 
unable to walk, in a large chaie, and cut 
out gloves all day. When friends came in 
she asked them how many soldiers’ gloves 
they would make for her, and most of 
her visitors took several pairs to finish, 
er agreed to take socks to knit. 

It was not alone the educated women 
who acquitted themselves nobly under 
this ‘‘peine fort et dure.’’ Tho wives of 
the plainer men were not a whit behind 
their more favored sisters, and they have 
left a proud record to their descendants, 
which will be remembered and related at 
tho firesides of their children's children, 
These women starved silently, worked in 
the fields by the side of negroes, or, alone 
and unaided, ploughed, sowed and reaped 
their lttle harvests with patient indus- 


Wher their war-worn hus .nds were 
expected home they found the house in 
order and their families enjoying appar- 
ent abundance, The furloughs granted 
were infrequent and very short, and the 
soldiers had no means of finding out the 
mournful truth that their wives and chil 
dren were barely able to exist on the 
scanty food they had. ‘‘I killed a pig,"’ 
sai? a soldier's wife, ‘and cured the 
meat, but I and the children ate a very 
little of it, so that when John came home 
he might have meat overy day while he 
was with us, We told him we had a-plenty, 
and he believed us and went off to his 
company whistling.’’ 

But if any man had shown an indis- 
position to return te duty his wife would 
have felt and frankly expressed her con- 
tempt to him. 

The intense loneliness mutely borne by 
these poor women was unconsciously ex- 
pressed by one of them, who came tu 
Richmond after the battle of Maivern 
Hill to search for her husband's body, 
She said: “My child died, but I knowed 
he could do the baby no good nor me 
either, so I never told him, and T sn pposk 
he thought I had the baby to comfort me 
when he died. Now, ef I could get his 
body, I would put them both in my gar- 
den together; they would sorter be com- 
pany for me," 

It is now, and must always be, a proud 


memory to every Confederate that cur 
women arose in their might to the terri 
ble emer cles with which they were 
sonfronted and met them with self-sacri 
flee and dauntloss courage worthy of their 
3a USe.

EMERGENCY RATION. 


SUPPLIES CARRIED BY EACH SOLDIER 
IN UNCLE SAM’S REGULAR ARMY. 


The Food That Is to Serve Him for Five 
Days Weighs Only Ten Poands and 
Takes Up « 6Gurprisingly Small 
Amount of Space—What It Is Com- 
posed of. 


About two years ago 2 board of United 
States officers was ordered to con- 
vene in Washington and get up an 
*‘emergency ration’’ for the army. After 


able and at the same time retain their 
nourishing qualities. 

The ration .or one day consists of ten 
ounces of bacon, 16 ouncos of hard bread, 
four ounces of pea meal, four ounces of 
coffee, or one-half ounce of tea, four 
grains of saccharine, 64-100 ounces of 
salt, 4-100 ounces of pepper and one-half 
ounce of tobacco, The total of the weight 
for five days is a little over ten pounds. 
This ration is never used for over five 
days; the board having decided that such 
time was tho maximum time fur which 
men could live on the ration, still koop 
up their physical strength and be in 
good fighting condition. This ration is 
kept in the commissary storchouse at all 
military posts ready for immediate vee, 
The illustration given shows how it is 
put up in amall packages. The bacon, cut 
into a pleco weighing 60 ounces, would 
be wrapped up in a paper prepared for 
tho purpose and kept in stock. The pea 
meal comes wrapped as shown, and re-

sombles a thick, short Roman candle, A 
man would carry five, one for each day's 
ration, ‘The hard bread is not the prov- 
erbial ‘‘hard tack”’ of olden times. It 
comes in the shape of small oyster crack: 
ers, one pound to a box. For five days a 
man would carry five boxes of the size 
shown. 

Smal! cotton bags are issued in which 
to carry tho roasted and ground coffee 
and the salt The bags shown are half 
the actual size, as are all the drawings. 
A small brown paper box, like a pill 
Lox, contains the pepper, while the ten 
saccharine tablets (extra strong) are car- 
ried in another small pill box. Each tab- 
let contains two grains, the bex holding 
ten, two for each day. These tablets are 
so strong that a small piece will sweeten 
a large cup of coffee or tea, Each man 
carries in his haversack a folding meat 
oan, with a handle that admits of its use 
as a kind of sauce pan. With this and tho 
bacon and pea meal fairly good soup can 
be made, coffee or tea being made in the 
tin cup. It may seem strange to many in 
reading the components of this important 
ration to fin tobacco embraced in it. 
Those habituated to its use suffer acutely 
when deprived of it, and as it is the 
object of the emergency ration to keep 
the powers of the individual at their 
maximum for the time being on the 
swiallest*amounut of food to be carried, it 
Was argued that half an ounce of tobacco 
would vonduce more to comfort while on 
short rations than would tho addition of 
half an ounee of bread or bacon. Henco 
the tobacco was added, The man who 
dovs not use tobacco would find no irou- 
ble in “swapping off'’ his tobacco to 
some other man who did use it for an 
equal amount of something to eat, Dur- 
ing the past summer several practice 
marches were made by regular troops 
throughout the country, on which march- 
es the command lived for five days on 
this ration, and, while the men would 
not choose this form of food, by choice, 
experience proved that men can stand a 
great deal of hard work living on it. 

This ration must not be confused, as it 
frequently is, with the regular field ra- 
tion, When a company goes into the fleld 
each man is allowed his share of beef, 
bacom, flour, beans, potatoes, onions, 
coffee, sugar, candles, soap, salt, pepper 
and baking powder, but each man does 
not carry his share, It is issued in bulk 
to the company, and carried in the 
Wagons and eooked by the company’s 
cooks, cach man getting his share at meal 
times. The weight of the field ration for 
five days would be over 19 pounds, a lit- 
tle too much to add to the weight already 
placed on a man carrying his clothing, 
equipments and ammunition. 


Reading and Eye Strain, 


Tho Medical Press points out the fact 
that the size of the printed characters is 
4@ more important factor in the production 
of visual fatigue than any other, and the 
conclusion arrived at is that type less 
than 1.5 millimeters in height should not 
be employed. The degree of illumination, 
so far as concerns daylight in fairly 
lighted rooms, is| of much less import- 
ance, although deficient illumination, 
especially when the source is an artificial 
light, will, under certain circumstances, 
induce visual fatigue more rapidly even 
than emali type. Whenever artificial light 
is employed a white light is sald to be 
preferable to a yellow light, contrary to 
general opinion,

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‘ANGLO-SAXON AMERICA. 


An English Fatimate of Jonathan's 
British Blood. 


Tho ethos, morale and natural charac- 
teristics of the ropublic are distinctly 
Anglo-Saxon--quite as distinctly as are 
those of the United Ee oe beat 
way of dotermining the distinguishing 
characteristics of a nation aro to observe 
(1) tho men who rulo it, lead it and re- 
present it, (2) ite religious proclivities, 
(8) the systom of law under which it 
lives, (4) its Hterature. Now, wo claim 
that in all these respects A morica is over- 
whelmingly Anglo-Saxon. ‘ake the 
names of men who have ruled America 
in the past and who rule her now, Every 
one of thom has the true English ring. 
Are not Washington, Lincoln, Garfleld, 
English names? Take tho names of tho 
Presidents from the foundation of tho re- 

nblic—Washington, Adams, Jofferson, 

adison, Monroe, Adams, Jackson. They 
are quite as English as those of our own 
Promiers. In the whole list tho only 
name which is not English, or Scotch, or 
Trish is Van Buren, a Knickerbocker 
from New York. But no one seriously 
puts Van Buren among the great men of 
the republic, 

This is ancient history? Not a bit of 
it, Look at tho men who rule Amorica 
to-day. The President is Mr. McKinley, 
the Vice-President is Mr. Hobart. ‘the 
Secretary of State was Mr. Sherman and 
is Mr. Day. Tho Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is Mr. Gage. Tho Secretaries of War 
and the Navy are Mr, Alger and Mr. 
Long. The Secretary of the Interior is 
Mr. Cornelius Bliss. But it is not necos- 
sary to go on; not a single member of the 
Cabinet has a foreign name. If we con- 
sider the question of religion, we shall at 
once have to admit that the religious 
complexion of America is distinctly and 
intensely Anglo-Saxon—too Anglo-Saxon, 
assert many of the religious critics, Look 
next at American law, Throughout the 
Union the common law of England ts the 
jaw of the land, In only one State 
Louisiana, its principles do not hold; and 
as our legal readers will remomber, that 
great jurist, Chief Justice Marshall, laid 
it down that the common law of Eng- 
land is part of the law of the United 
States. Tho Courts of Michigan are more 
Anglo-Saxon than those of Edinburgh, 


lastly, the literature of America is 
distinctly Anglo-Saxon. What could be 


more Anglo-Saxon, or more ‘‘right Eng- 
lish’? than Fenimore Cooper, Longfellow, 
Lowell? The statement is as true of the 
living as of the dead, Howells, for ex- 
ample, in spite of his literary system, is 
intense Anglo-Saxon in feeling. It is, 
however, not necessary to labor the point. 
As Carlyle suid, we are all subjects of 
King Shakespeare, As long as the Ameri- 
cans acknowledge their allegiance, and, 
in truth, none could be more loyal, there 
can be no doubt as to their Englishry. It 
takes an Anglo-Saxon—i.e,, one who has 
been brought up to speak English from a 
child, and whose father and = motor 
thought in English—to appreciate Sbakes- 
peare properly, The Germans may write 
far more learned treatises on Shakes- 
peare’s use of the infinitive than we do 
or can, and may seize a dozen new 
points in Hamlet’s soul, but they do not 
appreciate tho poet as does the truo 
Anglo-Saxon. Only an American or an 
Englishman can read ‘Henry IV"’ and 
“Henry V"' and feel the blood tingling 
in his veins or his sides shaking with 
laughter. That is our history, our poetry, 
our life, and hu obber race can under- 


stand it and love it as we do, At this 
very moment it is an American editor 
and American publishers, Mr. Furness 


and Messrs, Lippincott (good Anglo. 
Saxon names both), who are publishing 
the most exhaustive collection of Shakes 
peare’s plays ever given to the world,— 
London Spectator,

THEIR THRIFT AND INGENUITY UNDER 
DIFFICULTIES, 


Only Excellent Economists Conld Make 
the Little They Hav: Go Sc Far—Pattent 
and Industrious—Clean and Tidy Not- 
withstanding Their Poverty. 


The most notable economists in this 
country today are tho negro women down 
south, the ficld workers who keep houso 
against odds, yet achieve creditable re- 
sulte, “I couldn't git hold of no jar nor 
nothin to put up peaches in dis year, but 
T’z0e got ty near a bushei of cut apple 
an ‘dry an stow 'way in bags,” a 
cabin housewife will tell you. 

“Them hams an sides up there?’’ sho 
goes on. “All both of ‘emis from do 
shotes what I raiso on homo victuals an 
leavin's. Dey never turn out no lard worth 
countin, but de meat is sweet.” 

Another time sho will show you her 
quilts, six or seven of them folded away 
neatly, ono apiece for each of tho children, 
as she says. ‘When do you do your sew- 
ing?” you ask her. 

“Mostly fu de night timo, whea de chil- 
len is out do way an de mens is lay down 
or gone huntin.” 

“But ae have no lamp?” 

“No, but I keeps a good turn of fat 
splinters an pine knots handy, an dey: 
makes a good blazo to see by. ys when 
I does half task in de fleld I works ‘bout 
doe hous: §7 d+ afternoon, but dere’s do 
washin todo an de patchin an scrubbin 
an one t'ing ananudder. Den, if I has 
new cloth, I makes breeches or frock, one. 
Dere's always sewin waitin.” 

“How do you manage about the cook- 
ing roar are so busy in the field?” 
sho is asked. 

“I mostly makes de chillen a stirabout 
or some bread ‘fore 1 start out in de 
mornin, an every night ‘fore I lay down I 
slip some taters in de ashes to done slow 
fordem. Den I gen'ally don’t cook no 
more till I come out de field at sundown. 
When I git chance, I does make cako an 
sweetened bread if eggs is plenty.” 

“But you sell your eggs?” 

“Yes. Dey mostly goes for sewin 
thread, sometimes for a little sugar oan 
coffee or maybe kerosene. I always keeps 
a bottle of kerosene handy, ‘cause it so 
good to drink for misery in de head or to 
rub with when your j’ints is painful. 

“*I does make sharp money out of my 
butter, too, when de cow ain’t gone dry,” 
sho adds. 

‘The average negro farmer who plants 
his little one horse or two horse acreago 
that he rents barely makes enough income 
to keep body and soul together In the 
flush harvest season he earns the equiva- 
lent of 40 cents aday. His wife, accord- 
ing to her interpretation, has to “turn 
swift’ in order to make things hold out. 
She buys as little as possible and makes 
use of such resources as are at hand. Even 
food for the cow has to be considered, as 
is evidenced by the ‘going dry.” 

“If wecould make out to gi’ Sook a 
mash of cooked peas night an mornin, 
she would keep up her milk all de year,” 
says Sook’s mistress, ‘but we can’t do 
dat nor rent no good pastur’ lan’ neider, 
an in de winter do grass what's growin 
in spare lan’ ain’t much, You sce we got 
de mule to feed too.” Thus she tells of 
her simple needs. The negro housewife’s 
broom is nade of broom straw gathered 
from the fields and bound securely with 
strips of homespun. The scrubbing brush, 
that plays an important part in the week- 
ly cleaning up, is made of shucks from 
the cornhouse pexged into a picee of 
board with along handle to it. By cut- 
ting off the necks of the gourds that grow 
each year under the eaves large bowls are 
made, to hold anything that needs be kept 
over in the wooden cupboard. For cook- 
ing conveniences there are only the crane 
in the open chimney place and the heavy 
lidded oven, skillet and big mouthed pots, 
which are lifted about, no matter how hot | 
or how full they may be, by a bent poker 
or stout, knotted stick 

‘The mistress of the cabin hoes her half | 
acre task each day. She helps with every 
department of the field work, from get- 
ting the ground ready for the seed in early 
spring to the hurvesting in autumn. | 
Many of these women plow as well and 
have little side crops of rice or cotton 
Nearly all have young children. 

A good many negrocs are shiftless and 
irresponsible; some are dirty, but a ma- 
jority of the wives and mothers on the | 
Plantations are ambitious and mako a | 
brave effort to put the best foot fore- | 
most and keep things shipshape. They 
rival each other at raising turkeys and | 
chickens, and will walk miles hunting up 
sole secretive guinca hen's nest or search- 
ing for a missing duckling that has stray- 
ed off from the brood. ‘The sewing that 
they do iscrude. Some of the quilts that 
they are so proud of look grotesque 
enough because of inaccuracy in the cut- 
ting and carrying out of the pattern, but 
they are &@ monument to the patience and 
industry of the makers, when one thinks 
how rough and coarse from hard labor 


are the hands that wield the clumsy scis- 
sors, big needle und coarse ball thread 
with which they are made, The garments 
they make are cut out on the original 
scale, with little regard to fit, but the 
stitches hold firmly, and the forms, large 
and sinall, that wear the clothes are so 
well knit and lusty that the garments 
soon fall into shape. The patching done 
by these women may bo classed as an art. 
Every possible economy is practiced in 
these homes. One set of mpoothing irons 
often does the ironing for a whole neigh- 
borhood, and the starch that stiffens the 
go to meeting petticoats and the husband's 
shirt is made outof rice water boiled down 
to the requisite thickness, Every skim- 
ming of grease or bit of bone is saved for 
soap, and even the lye needed for the soap 
is extracted from wood ashes. 

On @ Saturday afternoon, when one of 
these cabin homes is fresh scrubbed for 
the pext day, the wooden shelves and ta- 
bles white as elbow grease can make 
them, even tho brass hoops on the water 
bucket scoured into newness, and the 
pickaninnies spanking clean, it 1s a plo- 
ture of homely simplicity, a glimpse of 
Which would go far toward dispelling the 
idea that because a negro is poor he must 


be dirty

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STOMACH STUFFING.

What special pleasure is there, after nii, 
in overloading tho stomach? It certainly 
is not a sensible thing to do, and yet the 
80 callod greedy people often form this 
habit simply because they do not take tho 
trouble to reason out the certain results. 
We soe almost daily reports of death @t- 
tributed to heart lure. Did you ever 

to think what it Is that the heart fails 
to do? 


Tho heart is said to be the most perfect 


organ of the animal economy and ono 
that nover shirks its duty. It is ‘stomach 
stuffing,"’ and not ‘heart failure,’’ that 
causes the trouble in many instances. Tho 
heart goes right on doing its duty through- 
out our lives without one second’s rest, 
night or day, sometimes without the in- 
termission of a single pulsation for 100 
yoars or more. 

At every beat it propels two ounces of 
blood through its structure. At 7 pulea- 
tions per minute, 9 pounds of blood is 
sucked in and pumped out; every hour, 
540 pounds; every day, 12,960 pounds; 
every year, 4,780,400 pounds; every 100 
years, 473,040,000 pounds, and all perform- 
ed without one moment's rest; verily, a 
good record. 

Now the heart has the very meanest 
neighbor that over an organ had—namely, 
the ctomach—especfally if it be the stom- 
ach of a greedy person. This organ isa 
drunkard, a glutton, 4 trespasser and al- 
most everything that is bad. It ought to 
be walled in and compelled to keep on its 
own grounds. 

The stomach Hes directly under the 
heart, with only the diaphragm between, 
and when it fills with gas it is likea small 
balloon and lifts up until it interferes di- 
rectly with the heart’s action. ‘The stom- 
ach itself never generates gas, but when 
filled with undigested food fermentation 
takes place and yas is formed, and the in- 
terferonco depends upon the amount of 
gas in the stomach 

‘To overcome this obstruction the heart 
has to oxert itself in proportion to the in- 
terference, more blood is sent to the brain, 
and the following symptoms are the re- 
sult: A dizzy head, a flushed face, a loss 
of sight, spots and blurs before tho eyes, 
flashes of light, gigzag lines or chains, 
often followed by the most severe head- 
ache, These symptoms are usually reliev- 
ed when the gas is expelled from the stom- 
ach, 

Now when this upward prossure upon 
tho heart becomes excessive, there are 
more dangerous symptoms. <A _ larger 
quap’’.y of blood is sent to the brain, and 
if ‘.cod clot in the brain result the pa- 
tient dies of apoplexy. When a sick per- 
son or an old one or one with weak di- 
gestion sleeps, digestion is nearly or quite 
suspended, but fermentation goes on in 
the overloaded stomach and gas is gener- 
ated, 

Aman is found dead in bed, and the 
medical attendant pronounces it the result 
of heart failure, and such is the certificate 
of burial given. Now that man was out 
and partook of a late supper; ate roast 
beef, turkey, lobster, oysters, minco pie, 
plum pudding, ico cream, cake, an orange, 
nuts and raisins and drank three or four 
cups of coffee, or perhaps several glasses 
of beer or wine. He went home at mid- 
night, retired, and died of heart failure 
before 9 the next morning. What did the 
heart fail to do? 

A more truthful verdict would have 
been: Death from a habit of greediness 
formed in youth, ending in an exaggerated 
caso of ‘stomach  stufling.—Philadephia 
‘Times.

Heo knows perfectly well that things 
will come his way. He doesn't even bother 
with having legs and eyes, for he has no 
need of transportation, He does not need 
to see in order that he may gather his food, 
and he finds no necessity for idly gaping 
about, and thus uselessly exciting his 
nervous organization. Ho sits down un- 
der his roof, if not undee his own vine 
and fig tree, and enjoys a life of quict and 
dignity. He has enemies, but he docs 
nothing to stir them up, since he eschews 
all religious and political controversies, 
and he thus manages to retain the good 
will of all the denizens of the land and 
vena. There are many lessons indeed to be 
gleaned from the life of the oyster that 
we might learn and follow with proflt.— 
Vittsburg Dispatch.

15th February, 1898, 


BR age ay you wonder I haye not 
er fulfililed my promise to drop 
‘ou some notes regarding our trip to 
e Klondyke. Really the chief rea- 
son is the lack of mail facilities, 

Through the kindness of the H. B, 
Co, weare allowed to send out our 
letters by their letter ket which. 
leaves here by dog sled February 
and which will land in Edmonton 
sometime in May or June. (Here fol- 
lows a description of the trip from Ual- 
gary to Fort Simpson, which has al- 

ly appeared in Tink HERALD.) 

At Simpson we take on board some 
freight and the mail for the northern 
Mackenzie river posts and Mr, Cawsell 
sends two guides along with us that 
we may be able to travel day and 
night. The Mackenzie riyer current 

has an average rate of 34 to 4 miles per 

hour. We have also a sail to take ad- 
\\ van of every fair wind, but unfor- 
(tunate! y at this season the preyailing 
winds are from the north and against, 
us. We havealso six large oars to 
push on, 

Saturday the 18ih September, with 
a gentle breeze favoring us, we get 
away from Fort Simpson and reach 
Fort Wrigley at 6a,m. on Monday, 
136 miles in less than 40 hours, and we 
had a half day during which head 
wind was too strong for us and we had 
to lay up. 

Leave Wrigley at 9a. m. and reach 
Fort Norman at 6a,m,. on Wednes- 
day, 22nd Sept,, 184 miles in 45 hours, 
Leave Norman a 8.45a, m. for Fort 
Good Hope, 174 miles distant, which 

int we reach at 2 p.m., on Friday 
the 24th, ina heavy snow storm and 
head wind, 174 miles in 53} hours, 

The weather is getting much colder 
with occasional snow falls. Temper- 
ature on reaching Good Hope 16’. 

Stay at Good Hope until 9.45 a. m. 
on Saturday and leaving there enter 
Arctic circleat 11 a. m, 

Learn from Indians on the river that 
Peel’s river is already frozen over and 
find we had better push on, and land 
atthe mouth of Red riverand from 
there take winter portage across to 
Fort Macpherson on Peel’s river, 33 
miles across, using dog teams for 
transportation. 

Weather getting colder and consid- 
erable snow falling. Head winds also 
bother usa good deal. Tuesday the 
28th September about 10 p. m, we land 
at Red river in a heavy snow storm, 
Good Ho to Red river, about 250 
miles, took us about 34 days, including 
a deal of delay. 

Twenty-four hours after landing at 
Red riyer aheavy blizzard was raging 
and the Mackenzie river iced over and 
impassible. At Red river the Roman 
Catholics have a large mission house 
very comfortably fitted upandin charge 
of Rey. Fathers La Fevre and Giroux, 
oO. I., and a lay brother. They 
treated us very kindly and placed a 
log hut at our disposal during our stay 
there, 

On the 8th of Oct. we send our first 
lot of goods across to Macpherson by 
dog teams, 


On the 12th of Oct. Capt, Segars, 
Adamson and myself go across with a 
second train of dog teams. Reach 
(Macpherson on Wednesday 13th Oct, 
#y the end of the month we had all 
our freight across and a!l comfortably 
settled forthe winter, As soon as the 
ice goes outin Peel’s river we will 
start out again, going down Peel’s to 
the mouth of Huskey river, 14 miles 
from herve, then up that stream to Beli 
Lake, through it into Bellriver, then 
down stream to the Porenpine and the 
Yukon and up the Yukon to our 
destination, 

Getting up Husky (or Rat) river 
early as we do we will probably escape 
any portages at Bell lake, or at most 
have only a few hundred feet, 

We dismantled our old boat at Red 
river and have built a new one lighter 
and smaller, with draft when loaded 
of about 10 or 12 inches, We got logs 
in the bush four miles away, hauled 
them out theto fort with dogs and 
then cut our lumber with a whipsaw, 

All the party are keeping in the 
best of health and spirits, The long 
arctic nights we did not tind so bad as 
we expected, and as for cold weather 
we have been exceptionally favored, 
It has been an_ excéptionally mild 
winter we are told, The lowest point 
we touched yet being 514° and so long 
as there is no wind we do not mind it 
at all, 

The Indians are getting plenty of 
deer this year and an _ occasi- 
onal moose, 80 that we are kept pretty 
well supplied with fresh meat. 

Mr. Firth, in charge of the H. B. 

ost here, calculates that so far the 
jindians must have killed about 700 
deer this winter, 

During the beginning of November 
some of the party got dissatisfied ; in 
tact they were grumblers from the 
start, and moved off by themselves 
and later went across the winter

DISASTERS TO WHALERS 

The chief facts of the case are fol- 
lows: Tho ships were trying to make 
their way out round Point Barrow on 
their way through Bhering straits to 
San Francisco, but the season closing 
in so early they were caught in the 
ice. 


The Navarie was crushed in the ice 
and 14 of her crew lost. 

The Orca was crushed and sunk. 

The Freeman was — in the ice, 
crushed and burned the water 
edge (supposed accidentally fired by 
Huskys). 

The Rosario was pushed high up on 
the beach by the ice. 

The Fearless is fast in the ice 60 
miles east of Point Barrow. 

The Belvidere and Newport are fast 
in the ice north ot Point Barrow. 

The Jeanie isice bound 2% Camden 
Bay, 90 miles east of Point Barrow. 

These ships it is expected will all 
be total wrecks in the spring. The 
crews are at Point Barrow on short 
allowance of provisions, 

The captains decided to send a 
pessenger down the Alaskan coest to 
communicate the news to the .Pacific 
Steam Whaling company in Frisco, 
and sent a second (Walker) to try to 
make -his way out by Edmonton with 
word, so that the Whaling company 
may make ‘the necessary arrange- 
ments in sending out relief as early as 
possible in the spring. 

Walker has plenty of time to get 
out ahead of the H. B, packet but I 
fear he lacks push and will not get out 
ahead of the packet. 

AN EASY ROUTE 

So far as we have found the route 
it has been very easy and appears 
to be the most practicable route into 
Yukon. Leaving Athabasca in the 
Fs in open water and pushing 
through one can get into Yukon 
quickly, easily and with plenty of pro- 
visions, the whole route being water, 
With the spring high water the most 
of the rapids can be ran without 
trouble (yet always with a guide who 
knows the water) and again in spring 
the preveilon winds ure from the 
south, 


We have had no news from outside 
since leaving, so are looking longingly 
for the H. B, packet whic arrives 
here in April.
